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The  Prefent  State  o/New-  England,  with  refpB  to 

the  Indian  War. 

<Here  being  many  and  various  Reports  concerning  the  Cau- 
fes  of  the  prefent  War  amongft  us,  it  may  not  be  amifs  in 
the  Firft  place,  to  give  you  a  true  Account  of  theReafons 
thereoftwhich  probably  may  add  fomething  to  the  Satisfa- 
ction of  ourChriftianFritnds  koldEngland,whkh  is  thus* 
About  five  or  fix  Yearsfince,  there  was  brought  up  (a- 
rnongft  others)  an  Indian  in  the  Colledg  at  Cambridge 
named  Sofoman,  who  after  fome  time  he  had  fpent  in  Preaching  the  Gofpel 
toUnkus,  a  Sagamore  Chriftian  in  his  Territories,  was  by  the  Authority  of 
m^Plimouth,  fent  to  Preach  in  like  manner  to  King  Philip,  and  his  Indians : 
But  KingPhilip  (Heathen-like)  inftead  of  receiving  the  Gofpel,  would  imme- 
diately have  killed  this  Sofomon,  but  by  the  perfwafion  of  fome  about  him,  did 
not  do  it,  but  fent  him  by  the  hands  of  three  of  his  Men  to  Prifon  %  who  as  he 
was  going  to  Prifon,  Exhorted  and  Taught  them  in  the  Chriftian  Religion  5 
they  not  liking  his  Difcourfe,  immediately  Murthered  him  after  am  oft  Bar- 
barous manner:  They  returning  to  King  Philip,  acquainted  him  what  they 
had  done.  About  two  or  three  Months  after,  this  Murther  being  Difcovered 
to  the  Authority  of  NewPlimouth,  JofiahWinflow  being  then  Governour  of 
that  Colony,  care  was  taken  to  find  out  the  Murtherers  •,  who  upon  fearch 
were  found  and  apprehended,  and  after  a  fair  Trial  were  all  Hanged* 

This  fo  Exafperated  King  Philip,  chat  from  that  day  after,  he  ftudied  to  be 
Revenged  on  the  Englijh,  judging  that  the  English  Authority  have  nothing  to 
do  to  Hang  any  of  his  Indians  for  killing  another.         . 

In  order  thereunto,  his  firlt  Errand  is  to  z  Squaw  Sachem  (i.  e.  a  Woman 
Prince,  or  Queen)  who  is  the  Widow  of  a  Brother  to  King  Philip,  deceafed, 
he  promifing  her  great  rewards  if  (he  would  joyn  with  him  in  this  Conipiracy^ 
f  for  (he  is  as  Potent  a  Prince  as  any  round  about  her,  and  hath  as  much  Corn, 
Land,  and  Men,  at  her  Command)  fhe  willingly  consented,  and  was  much 
more  forward  in  the  Deiign,  and  had  greater  Succefs  than  King  Philip  himfelf. 
The  place  where  this  King  Philip  doth  dwell,is  on  a  parcel  of  Land3called  in 
Englijh,  UeunuHope,  about  twelve  Miles  long,  and  judged  to  be  the  belt  Land 
in  New  England:  And  it  was  about  thirty  five  Miles  off  of  this  Place  to  the 
Northward,  that  the  firft  Englifh  that  ever  came  there,  Landed  h  and  by  de- 
grees  built  Houfes,  and  called  the  name  of  the  place  New~Plwouth,  (becaufe 
Phmomh  in  old  England  was  the  laft  place  they  were  at  there).  The  E^hfh 
took  not  a  Foot  of  Land  from  the  Indians,  but  Bought  all,  and  although  they 
bought  for  an  mconfiderable  Value,  yet  they  did  Buy  it.  And  it  may  be 
judged  that  now  King  Philip  repents  himfelf,  feeing  what  Produft  the  Enghfh 
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nave  rrndeofa  Wildernefs,  through  theu  Lfcboui  and  the  Bh  fling  of  Gcd 
thereon  :  All  the  Land  of  the  Colony  of  New-Plmouth,  was  2t  fir  ft  Bought  of 
this  King  PM^S  Grand  father,  Maffafoit by  Name,  except  lome  few  parcels 
he  hatli°Sold  to  fome  of  the  Inhabitants  o<Sn>axzj,  not  far  fiom  munuHopt. 
Thereupon  about  five  Years  fince,  took  an  occafion  toQuarrel  with  the  Town, 
partly  becaul'e  he  was  vexed  he  had  Sold  his  Land,  and  partly  becaufe  bis  Bro- 
ther died  five  or  fix  Years  before,  and  he  thought  the  Bnglifb  had  Poyfoned 
him,  and  thereupon  he  troubled  them*  but  killed  none  •,  but  the  Governour  by 
timely  preparation  hindred  them  of  doing  any  hurt. 

Thus  after  KlngPhilip  had  fecured  his  Intereft  in  Sqtidxv  S*chem9(yrhom  he 
perfwaded  that  the  En^lifh  had  Poyfoned  her  Husband,  and  thereupon  (he  was 
the  more  willing  to  joyn  with  him)  he  privately  fent  Meffengers  to  moft  of  the 
Iniitn  Sagamores  and  Sachems  round  about  him,  telling  them  that  the  Englijb 
had  aDefigntocutofTall  the  Indians  round  about  them,  and  that  if  they  did 
not  Joyn  together,  they  (houldlofe  their  Lives  and  Lands*  whereupon  feve- 
n\  Sachems  became  his  Confederates.  And  having  now  five  Yeats  time,  had 
opportunity  enough  to  furnifhthemfeives  with  Ammunition  and  Arms,  which 
they  did  plentifully  at  Canada,  amongft  the  French  h  and  it  is  judged  that  fome 
Engiijh  have  alfo  Sold  them  fome  Arms  through  Ignorance  of  their  Deflgn. 
In  the  mean  time  King  Philip  Muttered  up  about  Five  Hundred  of  his  Men,and 
Arms  them  compleat  5  and  had  gotten  about  Eight  or  Nine  Hundred  of  his 
Neighbouring  Indians,  and  likewife  Arms  them  compleat  5  (i.e.  Guns,  Pow- 
der, and  Bullets,  J  but  how  many  he  hath  engaged  to  be  of  his  Party,  is  un- 
known to  any  among  us.  The  lair  Spring  feveral  Indians were  feemnfmali 
Parties,  about  Rehoboth  and  Swanfej,  which  not  a  little  affrighted  the  Inhabi- 
tants. Who  demanding  the  Reafon  of  them,  wherefore  it  wasfo  r  Anfwer 
was  made,  That  they  were  only  on  their  own  Defence,  for  they  underftood 
that  the  £/?f/^;inrended  to  Cut  them  off.  About  the  2  orf  of?***  laft,  Seven 
orEight  ofKing  Philip's  Men  came  to  Srvanfey  on  the  Lords  Day,  and  would 
Grind  a  Hatchet  at  an  Inhabitants  Houfe  there-,  the  Matter  told  them,  it  was 
the  Sabbath  Day,  and  their  God  would  be  very  angry  if  he  mould  let  them  do 
it.  They  returned  this  anfwer,  They  knew  not  who  his  God  was,  and  that  they 
would  do  it  for  all  him,  or  his  God  either :  From  thence  they  went  to  another 
Houfe  and  took  away  fome  Vicluals,  but  hurt  no  Man.  Immediately  they  met 
a  Man  travelling  on  the  Road,  kept  him  in  Cuftody  a  fhort  time,  then  difmift 
him  quietly,  giving  him  this  Caution,  that  he  mould  not  Work  on  his  God's 
Day,  and  that  he  mould  tell  no  Lies. 

Thefethings  happening,  with  many  others  of  the  like  Nature,  gave  the 
JRehohothzndswanfey  Men  great  caufeaf  Jealouiies-,  which  occafioned  them 
to  fend  to  Plimouth,  and  to  the  Bay  (i.  e.  Bolton)  for  fome  Afliftance,  in  cafe 
they  lhould  need  it.  But  before  any  came  to  them,  they  of  both  Towns  were 
gathered  together  into  three  Houfts,  Men,  Women,  and  Children,  and  there 
had  all  Provilions  in  common,  fo  that  they  who  had  nothing  wanted  nor. 

Immediately  after,  notice  came  hereof  to  the  Governour  of  the  MeQacbufcts 
Colony  (Bolton being  Metropolis,  and  the  Honourable  Join  Leveret  Gover- 
nour thereof)  Drums  beat  up  for  Volunteers,  and  in  three  Hours  time  were 
Muttered  up  about  an  Hundred  and  ten  men,  Captain  Samuel  Mcfely  being  then 
Commander.  This  Captain  Mo[ely  hathbeen  an  old  Privateer  at  J+mafUi  an 
excellent  Souldier,  and  of  an   undaunted  Spirit,  one  whofe  Memory  will  be 
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(  5  ) 
rablein  New- England,  fat  h\$  many  eminent  Services  he  hath  done  the  Pub- 
lick.  There  were  alfo  among  thefe  men  about  Ten  or  Twelve  Privateers,  that 
had  been  there  fometime  before:  they  carried  with  them  feveral  dogs,  that  pro- 
ved ferviceable  to  them,  in  finding  out  the  Enemy  in  thir  Swamps -7  one 
whereof,  would  for  feveral  days  together,  go  out  and  bring  to  them  fix, 
eight,  or  ten  young  Pigs  of  King  Philips  Herds.  There  went  out  alfo  amongft 
thefe  Men,  one  drndlis  a  Dutchman,  who  had  lately  been  Condemned  to  die 
for  Piracy,  but  afterwards  received  a  Pardon ,  he  willing  to  (hew  his  Gratitude 
therefore,  went  out  and  did  feveral  good  Services  abroad  againft  the  Enemy. 

P  If  mouth  z\(o  fent  out  feveral  Men  at  the  fame  time,  both  Horfe  and  Foot : 
Alfo  moft  Towns  in  all  the  United  Colonies  thereabout  fent  out  fome  more* 
fome  lefs,  as  they  were  in  Number.  By  this  time  the  Indians  have  killed  feve- 
ral of  our  Men,  but  the  firft  that  was  killed  was  Junez^,  a  Man  at  Swanfy . r 
that  adventuring  with  his  Wife  and  Son  (about  twenty  Years  old)  to  go  to  his 
Houfe  to  fetch  them  corn,  and  fuch  like  things :  He  having  juft  before  fent  his 
Wife  and  Son  away,  as  he  was  going  out  of  the  Houfe,  was  fet  on  and  ("hot  by 
Indians  5  his  Wife  being  notfaroff,  heard  the  Guns  go  off,  went  back :  They 
took  her,  firft  defiled  her,  then  skinned  her  Head,  as  alfo  the  Son,  anddifmift 
them  both,  who  immediately  died*  They  alfo  the  next  day  killed  fix  or  fevers 
Men  at  Swanky,  and  two  more  at  one  of  the  Garrifons  5  and  as  two  Men  that 
went  out  of  one  of  the  Garrifons  to  draw  a  Bucket  of  Water,  were  fhotand  car- 
ried away,  and  afterwards- found  with  their  Fingers  and  Feet  cut  off,  and  the 
skin  of  their  Heads  flayed  off. 

About  fourteen  days  after  that,  they  fent  for  more  help  $  whereupon  the  Au- 
thority of  Bofton,  made  Captain  Thomas  Savage  the  Major  General  in  that 
Expedition,  who  with  fixty  Horfe,  and  as  many  Foot,  went  out  of  Bottom 
having  preftHorfes  for  the  Footmen,  and  fix  Carts  to  carry  Provisions  with 
them:  Whereof  Mr.  John  Morfe  was  Commiffary  General  abroad>  and  Mr* 
Nathaniel  Williams  CommiffztyztUome,  They  Travelled  day  and  jiight  till 
they  came  to  their  Garrifons,  and  within  three  days  aftet*  marched  Horfe  and 
Foot  (leaving  Guards  in  the  Garrifons)  towards  Mount  Hep,  where  King  PhU 
lip  and  his  Wife  was  5  they  came  on  him  at  unawares,  fo  that  Philip  was  forced 
to  rife  from  Dinner,  and  he  and  all  with  him  fled  out  of  that  Land,  called 
Mount  Hope,  up further  into  the  Countrey.  theypurfued  them  as  far  as  they 
could  go  for  Swamps,  and  killed  fifteen  orfixteen  in  that  Expedition,  and  re- 
turned, and  took  what  he  had  that  was  worth  taking,  and  fpoiled  the  reft,  ta- 
king all  his  Cattel  and  Hogs  they  could  find,  and  alfo  took  Poffeffion  of  Mount 
Hope,  which  fiad  then  a  thoufand  Acres  under  Corn,  which  is  fince  cat  down 
by  the  Englijh,  and  difpofed  of  according  to  their  Difcretiom 

Comellis  wzs  in  this  Exploit,  and  purfued  Philip  fo  hard,  that  he  got  hisCap 
offnisHead,  and  now  wearethir. 

About  three  days  after,  the  general  (finding  Comellis  to  be  a  Stout  Man,  and 
willing  to  venture  his  Life  in  theCaufe  of  the  English)  fent  him  with  twelva 
Men  under  his  Command  to  Scout  about,  with  Orders  to  return  in  three  Hours 
on  pain  of  Death  5  in  his  way  he  met  fixty  Indians  that  were  hailing  their  Can- 
»0w  a-ihore,  he  fet  on  them,  killing  thirteen,  and  took  eight  alive,  purfues 
the  reft  as  for  as  he  could  go  for  the  Swamps  ,  then  he  returned  and  Burnt  all 
thote  CAnnons,  about  forty  in  number:  By  chistiipe  CornelUsznihh  twelve 
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Men  fall  being  perfervedj  returned  to  theCamp,  but  they  were  eight  Hours 
abfenr  Whereupon  a  Council  of  War  was  called,  who  pair  the  Sentence  of 
Death  on  him,  for  exceeding  the  Order  given  him.  Immediately  was  alfo  Par- 
doned,  and  received  thanks  for  his  good  Service  done  in  that  Expedition  j  and 
was  in' a  ihort  time  (ent  out  on  the  like  Defign,  and  brought  Home  with  him 
twelve  Indians  alive,  and  mo  Indians  Heads  {i.e.  thebkin  with  the  Hair 

>n  About  the  i$tb  of  fitly,  the  General  returned  with  twelve  Men  to  guard 

Captain  Moftly  being  there,  and  plying  about,  found  Eighty  Indians  who 
furrendred  themfelves,  and  were  fecured  in  a  Houfe,  provided  for  them  near 
Plimoutb:  Thereupon  came  to  Boflon,  to  knowthepleafureofthe  Authority 
about  them,  and  in  a  days  time  returned  with  this  Order  5  he  mould  kill  noDe 
that  he  took  alive,  but  fecure  them  in  order  to  a  Tranfportanon :  Wherefore 
afterwards  there  were  Shipc  on  board  Captain  spraguem  Hundred  feventy 
eight  Indians,  on  the  28*6  of  September,  bound  for  Cales. 

In  this  time,  the  Indians  continued  daily  to  commit  many  Ads  of  Hoftility 
on  the  Enrlijhs  they  Burnt  Twenty  three  Houfes  at  Sivanfey,  and  killed  many 
People  there,  and  took  much  Cattle,  as  alfo  Burnt  the  Hay  and  Corn  in  great 
quantities.  They  Burnt  near  thirty  Houfes  in  Dartmouth,  (a  place  in  New- 
Plimoutb  Colony)  killing  manyPeople  after  a  moil  Barbarous  manner*  asskin- 
ing  them  all  over  alive,  fome  only  their  Heads,  cutting  off  their  Hands  and 
Feet-  but  any  Woman  they  take  alive,  they  Defile,  afterwards  put  her  to 
Death  by  fome  of  thofe  or  the  like  ways.  They  have  Burnt  moll  of  the  Houfes 
in  Rehoboth,  Taunton,  and  Swanjey  ;  a  Party  of  Indians  came  to  Mendb&m% 
which  is  Thirty  two  Miles  from  Boflon,  and  there  killed  five  or  fix  Perfons, 
who  being  purfued,  two  were  killed,  the  reft  fled. 

Some  part  of  our  Forces  afterwards  fet  on  about  Five  hundred  Indians,  not 
far  from  Pccaffit,  purfuing  them  into  a  larg  Swamp,  not  far  from  thence  f 
how  many  they  killed  is  not  known,  in  regard  the  Indians  adventured  back  and 
took  their  dead  Men  away  with  them:  (as  they  commonly  do  if  they  can 
poffiblyj  But  in  this  Fight  were  killed  King  Philips  Brother,  his  Privy  Court* 
cellor/f  being  one  formerly  Educated  at  Cambridg)  and  one  of  his  chief 
Captains*  the  Heads  of  which  three  were  afterwards  brought  to  Bojlon.  There 
were  killed  in  this  purfuit  fix  Englijhmen,  and  nine  or  ten  wounded. 

This  Vocaffit  Swamp,  is  judged  about  feven  or  eight  Mileslong,  and  fo  full 
of  Bullies  and  Trees,  that  a  parcel  of  Indians  may  be  within  the  length  of  a 
Pike  of  a  Man,  and  he  cannot  difcover  them  5  and  befides,  this  as  well  as  all 
other  Swamps,  is  fo  foft  Ground,  that  an  Englijhman  can  neither  go  nor  Hand 
thereon,  and  yet  thefe  bloody  Savages  will  run  a  long  over  it,  holding  their 
Guns  crofs  their  arms  (and  if  occafion  be)  difcharge  in  that  pofture. 

On  the  Lords  Day,  the         of  fuly,  an  Indian  came  to  Dorcbe/ler,  ( within 

half  a  Mile  of  Mother  Georges  Houfe)  to  the  Houfe  of  Mr.  Miner,  in  Sermon- 

time,  and  there  were  then  at  Home  the  Maid  fervant  and  two  young  Children, 

(lie  keeping  the  Door  (hut  for  fafety  •,  the  Indian  when  he  law  he  could  not 

come  in  at  the  Door,  went  about  to  come  in  at  the  Window,  (he  perceiving 

his  refolution,  took  two  brafs  kettles,  under  which  (lie  put  the  two  children,  (he 

ran  up  Stairs  and  charged  a  Musket  and  firedat  the  ******  (he  havin8  fi[ed 
r  at  her 
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her  once  or  twice  and  mid  her,  but  ftruck  the  top  of  one  Kettle,  under  which 
a  Child  was)  and  fhothim  into  his  moulder  5  then  he  let  his  Gun  fall,  and 
was  juft  coming  in  at  the  Window,  {lie  made  hafte  and  got  a  Fire-movel  full  of 
live  Coles  and  applied  them  to  his  Face,  which  forced  him  to  flie  and  efcaped : 
But  one  was  found  dead  within  five  Miles  of  that  place  afterwards,  and  was 
judged  to  be  this  by  his  fcalded  Face. 

Thefe  Tranfa&ions  may  be  computed  to  end  with  July.  Before  any  fur- 
ther progrefsbe  made  in  this  Relation,  it  may  not  beamifs  to  give  you  (ome 
Account  of  what  concerns  our  Neighbour  Indians  at  Peace  with  us. 

There  are  *wo  Potent  Sagamores,  that  are  in  Amity  w$£h  us :  The  one 
is  Ninnicroft,  his  Territories  border  on  Connetficot  Colony  ^  the  other  is 
Unkus,  the  only  Chriftian  Sagamore  among  them. 

ThisUnkus,  and  all  his  Subjects  profeffing  Chriftanity,  are  called  Praying 
Indians.  In  the  fir  ft  week  in  Augufl,  the  Authority  of  Boflon  fent  an  Expreis 
to  him3  to  require  him  to  come  in  and  Surrender  himfelf,  man,  and  Armes,  to 
the  Engltjh :  whereupon,  he  fent  along  with  the  Meffenger  his  three  Sons,  and 
about  Sixty  of  his  Men,  with  his  Arms,  to  be  thus  difpofed  of,  mk,* 
His  two  youngeft  Sons,  (about  thirty  Years  old)  to  remain  as  Hoftages  ( as 
now  they  do  at  Cambridg )  and  his  Eldeft  Son  to  go  Captain  of  the  Men  as 
Affiftants  to  the  Engltjh  againft  the  Heathens,  which  accordingly  they  did. 
And  the  Englijh  not  thinking  themfelves  yetfecure  enough.,  becaufe  they  can- 
not know  a  Heathen  from  a  Chriftian  by  his  Vifage,  nor  Apparel :  The  Au> 
thority  of  Boflon*  at  a  Council  held  there  the  $oth  of  Augufi^  Publifhed 
this  following  Order.

Which  company  of  Praying  Indians  marched  out  of  Town  (having  Saluted 
the  Governour  with  three  Volleys)  and  were  appointed  to  .march  in  the  Front, 
Which  they  did,  and  met  with  feveral  Skirmifhes,,  in  which  they  Killed  fome, 
andaoout  forty-five  more  Surrendred  themfelves  \  which  were  {nipt  orTa- 
mongft  thofe  Captain  sprague  carried  away.  . 

Concerning  the  Narraganfets,  Ninnkroft  is  their  Sagamore  •,  his  Grand- 
Father,  and  Father,  always  kept  Truce  with  the  Englijh,  but  he  now  gives 
fuftictent  caufe  to  think  otherwife  of  him. 

The  Squaw  Sachem-)  having  ran  very  far  in  her  Engagements  with.  King 
Philip,  and  fearing  left  (he  mould  be  taken,  me  committed  her  Perfon  to  the 
pofTeffion  of  this  Ninnkroft,  judging  her  felf  fafe  by  virtue  of  his  Protection  5 
where  (lie  hath  continued  ever  fince  July  laft.  Whereupon  a  certain  number 
of  Men  were  fent  by  the  Authority  of  Connecticut  Colony  (John  Wenthrop 
Governour)  to  the  Narraganfets,  to  require  them  to  deliver  the  Queen,  and 
ivithal  to  Ratifie  that  long  Peace  they  had  maintained  with  the  Englifh; 
Whereupon  the  Narraganfets  concluded  a  Peace  with  them,  and  fent  a  Huji- 
dred  Men  to  Connefficot ,  for  the  afliftance  of  the  Englijh.  The  Englifh 
made  this  Agreement  with  them  ,  That  for  every  Indians  Head-skin  they 
brought,  they  iliould  have  a  Coat,  (/.*.  two  Yards  of  Trucking  Cloth, 
worth  Rvq  Shillings  per  Yard  here )  and  for  every  one  they  bring  alive,  two 
Coats  5  for  King  Philips  Head,  Twenty  Coats  $  and  if  taken  alive,  Forty 
Coats :  Thefe  went  out,  and  returned  in  fourteen  days  time,  bringing  with 
,them  about  Eighteen  Heads  in  all. 

Several  other  s achem s  of  the  Countries ,  called  in  Indian,  Nipmog7  came 
to  an  Englijh  Town  called  Brook fi eld ,  (but  in  Indian,  guawbawg^  during 
the  time  our  Garrifon  was  there )  and  told  them  they  were  Praying  Indians^ 
(/.  e.  Chrifiians)  and  that  they  would  be  quiet,  and  do  no  harm  to  the  Eng- 
lifh', but  withal,  told  them,  that  for  their  own  fafe  ty  they  could  not  deliver 
up  their  Arms  :  But  the  Inhabitants  of  Brookfield  thought  they  would  be 
Faithful,  in  regard  they  were  Praying  Indians,  took  their  words  and  diC- 
raiftthem. 

The  Authority  of  Beflon,  with  the  Advice  Qf  the  Governour  of  ConnecJicot, 
vas  alfo  of  Plimouth  Colonies,  then  fitting  in  Counccl  for  feveral  days 
together  at  Bofton,  For  their  better  fatisfa&ion  ,  fent  a  Party  of  thirty 
Horfe  under  the  Command  of  Captain  Hutchinfon: .and  Captain  Wheelers 
when  they  were  come  to  Jjjtuawhawg,  they  fent  a  Party  of  Horfe  to  the, 
Nifmgog  Sachems  to  Treat  with  them.  (For  you  muft  underftand  that  Cap? 
tain  Hutchinjon  had  a  very  considerable  Farm  thereabouts,  and  had  occafiort 
to  imploy  feveral  of  thofe  Sachems  Men,  in  Tilling  and  Plowing  his 
Ground,  and  thereby  he  was  known  by  Face  to  many  of  them.;  The  Sa- 
chems fent  this  word  ,  they  would  fpeak  with  none  but  Captain  Hutchinfom 
himfelfj  whereupon  Capt.  Hutchinfon  and  Capt.  Wheeler,  fent  therri  word 
they  would  come  to  them  themfelves:  Accordingly  the  Indians  appoint- 
ed the  meeting  at  fuch  a  Tree,  and  at  fuch  a  time.  The  time  being  come, 
Captain  Hutchifon,  Captain  Wheeler,  and  his  Company,  ("with  fome  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  Brookfield,  who  thought  them  to  be  very  Honeft,  therefore 
took  no  Arms  with  them  )  went  to  the  place,  but  the  Nipmoog  Indians  were 
not  there.  Whereupon  the  Guide  that  conduced  them  through  the  Woods, 
brought  them  to  a  Swdwp ,  not  far  off  the  appointed  place  5   out  of  which 
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do; 

thefe  Indians  ran  all  at  once  and  Killed  fixteen  Men,  2nd  Wounded  feveral 
others,  of  which  Wounds  three  Weeks  after,  Captain  Hutchison  died,  when 
his  Wife  and  Son  were  within  twelve  Miles  of  him  in  their  Journey  to  fee 
him  •,  whofe  Death  is  the  more  lamented,  in  that  h;S  Mother,  and  feveral 
others  of  his  Relations,  died  by  the  hands  of  the  Indians,  now  near  forty 
Years  fince. 

The  reft  that  efcaped,  made  what  hafte  they  could  to  the  Town  of  Brook- 
field,  they  made  choice  of  the  fhongeft  Houfe  there,  refolved  to  make  a 
Garrifon  of  it  5  in  order  thereunto,  as  foon  as  they  could,  got  all  the  Peo- 
ple (about  Eighty  in  number)  into  this  Houfe.  The  Indians  purfued 
them  clofe,  and  in  four  Hours  time  had  Burnt  twenty  and  odd  Houfes  in 
Brookfield,  and  abode  thereabout  three  or  four  days,  mooting  day  and  night, 
with  mod  dreadful  Screechings  and  Yellings,  which  fignified  their  Tri- 
umph. They  in  this  time  endeavoured  to  fet  the  Garrifon  on  fire  divers 
times,  but  by  the  Providence  of  God  were  prevented  5  once  by  aihowreof 
Rairt  another  time  by  their  Diligence  within.  One  from  within  flept  out 
to  drink  fome  Water  and  was  killed ,  and  one  more  killed  within.  The 
Bruits  had  contrived  anEngin  with  many  Wheels,  to  fire  the  Garrifon  ten 
or  twelve  Rod  off,  and  had  loaded  it  with  combuftibles  therefore,  (and 
news  was  brought  to  Bofion  that  they  were  all  Burnt,  but  it  was  nor  fo) 
and  had  aifuredly  done  it,  had  not  Major  Willard  come  to  their  Relief  with 
a  flying  Army  of  fixty  Horfe,  at  nine  or  ten  a  Clock  at  Night:  They 
forced  their  way  through  the  Body  of  the  Indians,  and  Fired  a  pace  on  them, 
and  in  two  Hours  time  wholly  Routed  the  Indians  thence,  killing  feveral. 
Thus  deliverance  was  wrought  by  a  mighty  Hand  for  them,  when  they  had 
no  outward  reafon  to  expect  any. 

During  the  time  thefe  People  kept  themfelves  in  that  Houfe,  two  Wo- 
men were  fafely  delivered  of  two  Sons  apiece ,  who  in  a  Months  time 
brought  them  all  themfelves  on  foot  to  Bofion,  where  they  were  plentifully 
releived  out  of  the  Church-Stock  there. 

There  are  alfo  another  fort  of  Indians ,  (beft  know  to  the  Commonalty 
of  Bofion)  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Elliots  Indians,  or  Captain  Guggins  Indians, 

This  Mr.  Elliot,  you  muft  underftand,  is  the  Man  that  hath  by  his  own 
great  Labour  and  Study,  invented  the  way  of  Printing  the  Indian  Language, 
and  hath  alfo  perfectly  Tranflated  the  whole  Bible,  with  the  Singing  Plalms 
inMeeter-  the  AiTembliesCatechifm}  thePraclife  of  Piety,  into  the  Indi- 
an Language  %  as  alfo  Written  feveral  Books,  very  profitable  for  underftanding 
the  Grounds  of  Chriftian  Religion:  For  which  Pains  and  Labour,  he  de- 
ferves  Honour  from  all  fuch  who  are  Well-wimers  to  things  of  the  like  Na- 
ture, whofe  Name  will  never  Die  in  New-England. 

A  Specimen  of  his  Tranflation  of  the  Bible  into  the  Indian  Language 
is  as  followeth.

This  Captain  Guggins ,  is  a  Captain  and  Juftice  of  Peace  at  Cambrih: 
He  receives  Thirty  Pound  per  annum  from  the  Englijh,  to  fit  as  Jud£  among 
the  Indians,  to  Judg  any  difference  (not Capital)  among  themfelves  ,  or 
between  them  and  the  Englifh. 

Of  thQte  Indians  thus  diitingifhed,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  give  a  brief 
Account,  in  its  proper  place. 

Now  it  falls  in  Courfe,  to  think  on  what  is  done  in  the  Field  on  both 
bides.

to et^H,  J fhl"§wf.ta^»e[Pfial  Notice  of,  by  all  thofe  Who  defire 

On  Wedmfday ,  the  iiik  of  Aagufi ,  was  appointed  a  Faft  for  Mr.  m- 
m*_ Church,  which  was  duly  obferved,  that  day  being  a  Court  day  for 
the  Council,  no  Magiftrate  was  there,  yet  notwithftanding  there  was  °a- 
ihered  at  the  Contribution  fixty  eight  Pound.  ° 

Mir.  Mather  in  his  Sermon,  tookoccafion  too  in  fpeaking  of  the  Benefit 
of  Communion  with  God,  to  tell  us  that  there  are  in  this  Colony  feventy 
nine  gathered  Churches,  and  that  to  this  daythe/„^»,  had  not  Wan? 
Pammage  to  any  thing  that  belonged  to  any  of  the  Places  where  theft 
i^nurcnes  were. 

Aug4  coming  on,  We  have  now  from  all  Parts  raffed  more  Men,  fothat 
there  are  now  in  the  Field  in  feveral  places,  fix  hundred  Hoife  and  Foot: 
Moft  of  the  Army  were  not  far  from  the  Swamp  wherein  King  Philip  with 
SSSftS?*^  theyrefolved  to  compafs  it,  which  they  did  once:  And 
in  their  fecond  Encounter,  forced  King  Philip  with  all  his  Retinue  out  of 
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r'  e  Samp,  sad  puifued  them-,  in  their parfuit  they  killed  his  Lievetenanr^ 
Gcntiu),  with  about  twenty  (thac  they  faw  of  his  Mtn,  and  the  Englijh 
had  not  the  lofs  of  one  Man,  but  two  wounded.  We  having  all  this 
while  a  Pany  of  Unkus\  Indians  in  the  Field  on  our  fide. 

About  the  15/A  of  Auguji,  Captain  Mefelywhh  fixty  Men,  Met  with  a 
company,  judged  about  three  hundred  Indians,  in  a  plain  place  where  few 
Trees  were,  and  on  both  fides  preparations  were  making  for  a  Battle-,  all  be- 
ing ready  on  both  fides  to  fight,  Captain  Mofeley  plucked  off  his  Periwig, 
and  put  it  into  his  Breeches,  becaufe  it  mould  not  hinder  him  in  fighting.  As 
foon  as  the  Indians  faw  that,  they  fell  a  Howling  and  Yelling  moft  hide- 
01;  fly,  and  faid,  Umh,  umh  me  no  flawmerre  fight  Engis  mon,  Engts  monget  two 
hed^Enrismongot  twohed;  if  me  cut  off  un  hed^he  got  noder->  a  put  onbeder  asdis$ 
with  fuch  like  words  in  broken  Englifh,  and  away  they  all  fled  and  could  not 
be  overtaken,  nor  feen  any  more  afterwards.  About  a  Week  after  this,  Capt. 
Mofeley  took  two  Indians,  the  Father  and  his  Son,  and  willing  to  Examin 
them  both  apart,  proceeded  thus:  Took  the  old  Man  and  bound  htm  to  a 
Tree,  after  he  was  fo  bound,  he  fent  away  the  Son  by  a  File  of  Men  out 
of  fights  the  old  Man  there  confeft  he  was  a  Praying  Indian-,  and  that  he 
was  only  hunting  for  Deer  thereabouts  ^  but  faid,  that  his  Son  was  one  of 
thofe  Men  that  wounded  Captain  Hutchifon :  So  then,  after  they  had  pump- 
ed him  as  much  as  they  could,  they  fired  a  Gun  with  no  Bullet  in  it  over  his 
Head,  untied  him,  andfenc  him  another  way  with  a  File  out  of  fight  5  then 
brought  they  his  Son,  bound  him  in  like  manner,  they  telling  him  that  they 
had  foot  his  Father,  and  would  (hoot  him  alfo,  if  he  would  nor  confefs 
what  he  was,  and  what  he  knew:  He  fairly  told  them,  thac  he  was  a  Pray- 
ing  Indian,  but  his  Father  made  him  go  with  him  to  the  Nipmoog  Indians,  and 
that  there  they  fhot  three  or  four  times  apiece  -•>  whereupon  they  then 
brought  the  old  Man  and  tyed  him  to  his  Son,  and  Examined  them  together; 
at  length  they  confeft  they  were  both  among  the  Nipmoogs,  and  that  the  Son 
did  wound  Captain, Hutchifon  j  after  their  Examination,  they  were  bothfhoc 
10  Death. 

In  this  fame  Week,  King  Philips  Men  had  taken  a  young  Lad  alive  about 
fourteen  Years  old,  and  bound  him  to  a  Tree  two  nights  and  two  days, 
intending  to  be  Metfry  with  him  the  Next  day,  and  that  they  would  Road: 
him  alive  to  make  fport  with  him  s  but  God  over-night,  touched  the  heart  of 
one  Indian,  fo  that  he  came  and  loofed  him,  and  bid  him  run  Grande  (/'.  r.  ran 
Apace)  and  by  that  means  he  efcaped. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  Augnfi,  Captain  Mofeley  took  eight  Indians 
alive,  and  fent  them  Prifoners  to  Bo(lon,  who  were  put  in  Phfon  there  -, 
thefe  were  of  the  Number  of  Mr.  Eliot's  Indians  -,  (as  alfo  many  of  thofe 
Indians  that  were  Shipt  off  by  Captain  Spragtte,  for  the  Straits  and  Cales) 
thefe  Men  were  at  feveral  times  tryed  for  their  Lives,  and  condemned  to 
Die :  Mean  time  Mr.  Eliot,  and  Captain  Gnggins,  pleaded  fo  very  hard 
for  the  Indians,  that  the  whole  Council  knew^not  what  to  do  about  them. 
Theyhearkned  to  Mr.  Eliot  for  his  Gravity,  Age,  and  Wifdom,  and  alfo 
for  that  he  hath  been  the  chief  Inftrument  that  the  Lord  hath  made  ufe  of, 
in  Propagating  the  Gofpel  among  the  Heathen  5  And  was  their  Teacher, 
till  fu-ch  time  that  fome  Indians  were  brought  upon  in  the^Univerfity  to  fup- 
ply  his  place.     But  for  Captain  Guggins,   why  fuch  a  wife  Council  as 
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they,  fhould  be  To  over-born  by  him,  cannot  be,  judged  otheiwife  then 
becaufeof    his  daily  troubling  them   with  his   Impertinences  md  mul- 
titudinous Speeches,    in  fo  much  that  it  was  told  him  on  the  Bench,  by 
t  a  very  worthy  Perfon  there  prefent,  that  he  ought  rather      ±L^  0/.^ 
to  be  Confined  among  his  Indians,  than  to  fit  on  the  Bench  % 
his  taking    the  Indians  part  fo   much  hath  made  him  a  By*  word  both 
among  Men  and  Boys.     But   fo  it   was,   that   by   one,   and   two   at  a 
time,  moft  of  thefe  eight  Indans,  (and    four  more  fent   afterwards  en- 
tire fame  account)  were  letloofe  by  night,  which  fo  Exafperated  the  Com. 
monalty,  that  about   the  ioth  of  September,  at  nine  a  Clock  at  night  j 
there  gathered  together  about  forty  Men  ( fome  of  note)  and  came  to  the 
Houfe  of  Captain  fames  Oliver -7  two  or  three  of  them  went  into  his  En- 
try to  defire  tofpeakwith  him,  which  was  to  defirehim  to  be  their  Leader, 
and  they  mould  joyn  together  and  go  break  open  the  Prifon,  and  take  one 
Indian  out  thence  and  Hang  him :  Captain  Oliver  hearing  their  requeft,! 
took  his  Cane  and  cudgelled  them  ftoutly,and  fo  for  that  time  difmift  the 
Company  5  which  had  he  but  in  the  leaft  countenanced,  it  might  have 
been  accompanied  with  ill  Events  in  the  end.     Immediately  Captain  Oliver 
went  and  acquainted  Mr.  Ting  his  Neighbour,  (a  Juftice  of  Peace;  and 
they  both  went  the  next   Morning  and  acquainted  the  Goverour,  who 
thank'd  Captain  Oliver  for  what  he  had  done  laft  night,  but  this  refted 
not  here:  For  the  Commonalty  were  fo  enraged  againft  Mr.  Mlliot,  and 
Captain  Guggins  efpecially,  that  Captain  Guggins  faid  on  the  Bench,  that 
he  was  afraid  to  go  along  the  ftreets  5  the  anfwer  was  made,   you  may 
thank  your  felf*  however  an  Order  was  iflued  out  for  the  Execution  of 
that   one  (notorious  above  the  reft)  Indian^  and  accordingly  he  was  led 
by  a  Rope  about  his  Neck  to  the  Gallows  3  when  he  came  there g  the  Exe- 
cutioners (for  there  were  many)  flung  one  end  over  thePoft,  and  fo  hoi- 
fed  him  up  like  a  Dog,  three  or  four  times,  he  being  yet  half  alive,  and 
half  dead  %  then  came  an   Indian,  a-  Friend  of  his,  and  with  his  Knife 
made  a  hole  in  his  Bread  to  his  Heart,  and  fucked  out  his  Heart-blood  1 
Being  asked  his  reafon  therefore,  his  anfwer,  Umhyttmh  »*,  Me  ftronger 
as  I  was  before,  me  be  fo  ftrong  as  me  and  he  too,  he  be  ver  ftrong  Man  fore 
he  die. 

Thus  with  the  Dog-like-death  (good  enough) of  one  poor  Heathen, 
was  the  Peoples  Rage  laid  in  fome  meafure,  but  in  a  fhort  time  it  begari 
to  work  (not  without  Catife  enough)*  About  the  beginning  ol  Septem* 
ber^  Captain  Hinksman  was  fent  out  Commander  of  one  hundred  Men, 
and  were  to  meet  together  at  Rexhttrj  Meeting  -  Houfe-yard,  when  they 
were  there,  ready  to  March,  they  all  unanimoufly  refolved  not  to  go  with 
him,  but  if  Captain  Oliver  would  go,  they  would  go  gladly  5  whereupon 
the  Council  fent  for  him  Home,  and  fent  Captain  Lake  in  his  room. 

Onwednefday,  Auguft  25.  was  obferved  a Faft  at  Charles-Town,  where- 
to feveral  of  Bofton  went,  there  was  gathered  that  day  Seventy  eight 
Pound.  £ 

King  Philip  now  beinningto  want  Money  (having  a  Goat  made  all  of 
Wampampeag,  ( i.e.  Indian  Money)  cuts  his  Coat  to  pieces,  and  diftri- 
butes  it  plentifully  among  the  Nipmoeg  sachems  and  others,  as  well  to  the 
Majtmrd  z.%  Southward,  and  all  round  about*    this  gives  occafion  to  fuf- 
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pevTt  that  the  Narragan(ets  may  alfo  be  Bribed,  who  are  put  on  car  fide,  in 
that  they  follow  not  Orders  to  purfue  King  Philip  effectually.  Captain 
Lathtop,  and  Captain  Beers,  being  at  Hadly,  and  there  hearing  of  an  In- 
dian Caftle  not  far  thence,,  they  marched  with  an  Hundred  and  eighty  Soul- 
diers  thither,  who  required  the  Indians  to  furrender  their  Armes  $  the  Indi- 
ans told  Captain  Beers,  that  they  would  the  next  Morning.  But  the 
Captains  with  their  Men  foon  made  themfelves  Mailers  thereof,  forcing 
them  into  a  Swamps  having  killed  nine  or  tea,  they  Retreated. 

By  this  time  the  Town  of  Deerfeid  begins  to  be  in  danger :  Whereupon 
Captain  Beers  with  eighty  Men  went  to  bring  away  the  People,  the  Inha- 
bitants thereof.     The  Indians  having  Burnt  twenty  five  Houfcs ;  in  their 
way,  they,  were  met  with  by  a  parcel  of  Indians  of  about  a  Hundred  and 
fifty,  which  the  Englifh  got  the  better  of,  killing  neer  Forty  Indians,  ha- 
ving loft  but  four  or  Evq  Englishmen:  But  immediately  there  did  appear 
th.e  great  eft  Body  that  hath  .at  one  time  been  feen  by  the  Englifi,  and  fell 
upon  Captain  Beers,  immediately  killing  him  and  fixty  five  of  his  Men, 
and  fifteen  efcaped  -7  thefe  fifteen  ran  to  Captain  Mofeley,  who  then  was 
about  nine  or  ten  Miles  off,  he  came  with  his  fixty  Men,  and  gave  the  whole 
Body  of  the  Indians  Battel  (judged  about  one  thpufand  two  hundred)  for 
three  Hours  \   whereupon  after  having  killed  feveral  of  the  Indians ,  he 
was  forced  to  Retreat,  and  continued  Fighting  for  all  the  time  that  he  and 
his  Men  were  Retreating  nine  Miles*  Captain  Mofeley  loft  out  of  his  Com- 
pany nine,  and  thirteen  wounded.     The  next  day  they   come  up  again* 
the  Indians  were  gone,  they  had  ftripc  the  dead  Men  of  all  their  Clothes 
and  Arms,  and  Horfes*  amongft  which  dead,  was  one  who  had  life  in 
him,  and  was  found  by  a  Friend  Indian,  he  took  him  up  and  faid,  Umh, 
umh  poo  Ingifmn,mee  fave  yow  life,,ptee take yow  to  Captain  Mo/ee^  he  car- 
ries him  fifteen  Miles  the  day  after  to  Captain  Mofeley,  and  now  this  Man 
is  well  again  and  in  good  health. 

Immediately  Orders  were  taken  ztBofton  for  the  fending  out  more  Re- 
lief, as  many  as  to  make  up  Captain  Mtfeleyt  Company  an  Hundred  com- 
plear,  were  forthwith  fen t  away:  They  are  fitting  out  an  Hundred  more 
from  Connetticot,  under  the  Command  of  Major  Treat,  and  Captain 
Whiting  the  Minifter  of  Hartford. 

September  10,  Eight  Indians  came  to  Bejlon  from  Ninnieroft,  inanEm- 
baffy,  having  a  Certificate  from  Captain  Smith  an  Englishman,  that  hath 
a  large  Eftate  thereabouts:  They  difpatched  their  Bufinefs,  and  had  ano- 
ther Pafs,  tied  at  the  end  of  a  Stick,  that  Englifhmtn  may  fee  it  afar  off. 
They  were  going  out  of  Town  a  back  way,  two  Men  men  met  them,  and 
feized  on. him  that  had  the  Pafs$  thefe  two  Men  were  Brothers,  and  this 
Indian  had  been  among  King  Philips  Indians,  and  thefe  two  Men  Swore  in 
Court,  that  that  was  the  Man  that  killed  their  Brother,  they  knew  him  * 
whereupon  two  days  after  his  Trial  and  Confeffion,  he  was  Hanged  like 
the  other. 

September  23.  About  ten  at  night  we  had  an  Allarm  given  us,  and  be- 
fore eleven  we  had  one  Thoufand  two  Hundred  Men  in  Armes,  anddifmift 
by  twelve  that  night:  The  occafion  was,  one  of  the  Watch  was  Drunk 
about  thirty  Miles  off  at  Mendham,  and  he  fired  a  Gun,  fo  it  came  to 
Bolton^  the  next  morning  he  paid  ten  Shillings,  and  fatfome  hours  in  the 
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Stocks  for  his  being  Drunk,  and  afterwards  had  twenty  Lafhes  for  o\v'mo  a 
falfe  Allarm.  &      to 

On  the  2%tb  day  of  Aagu/1,  happened  here  at  eleven  a  Clock  at  ni°ht, 
a  moft  violent  Storm  of  Wind  and  Rain,  the  like  was  never  known  before-' 
It  blew  up  many  Ships  together  that  they  Bulged  one  another,  fomeup  to- 
words  Cambridge  fome  to  Muddy- River-,  doing^much  hurt  to  very  many* 
alfo  it  broke  down  many  Wharffs,  and  blew  down  fome  Houfes  thereupon. 
The  Indians  afterwards  reported  that  they  had  caufed  it  by  their  Pamawl 
(/•  e.  worihipping  the  Devil/,  They  farther  fay5  That  as  many  EnHiih- 
men  (hall  Die,  as  the  Trees  have  by  this  Wind  been  blown  down  in  the 
Woods :  But  thefe  Heatheniih  notions  are  confonant  to  their  barbarous 
Crueltie,  and  ought  to  be  valued  accordingly,  by  all  who  own  any  thinp 
luperiour  to  it  or  them.  ;■ 

Several  Med,  fome  whereof  are  guakers,  will  ndt  go  out  on  Command, 
and  for  their  difobedience  thereunto,  are  forced  to  run  the  Gantelop. 
:  About  the  i$th  of  September »,  the  Authority  of  Boston  fent  a  Party  to  tiin- 
nicroft^  to  require  him  to  come  to  BoJton>  to  treat  concerning  the  delivery 
Squaw  Sachem :  He  fent  word  he  would  come,  provided  he  might  be  fafely  re- 
turned  back  5  Captain  Smith  living  near  him,  offered  himfelf,  Wife  and 
Children,  and  Eftate,  as  Hoftages  therefore. 

Ninnicroft  feeing  this,  refolved  to  fend  his  Eldeft  Son  thither  (he  himfelf 
being  very  aged)  fo  away  they  came,  bringing  Captain  Smith  with  them 5 
when  they  came  to  Roscbttr^  they  fent,  word  to  Botton  they  were  come,  and 
defired  to  know  if  they  might  have  admittance  Into  Bottom  Word  was 
fent  them,  that  they  mould  be  very  welcome.  In  order  thereto,  Captain 
games  Oliver,  and  Captain  Clark,  were  ordered  with  fix  Files  of  Muf- 
quetsapiece  tomeet  on  the  Neck,  to  conduct  them  into  Town.  The 
Indians  meeting  thefe  Captains,  thought  that  they  were  all  to  Die  imme- 
diately 5  fome  were  for  running  away,  arid  fome  not,  but  Captam  Smith 
Being  with  them,  endeavoured  to  pacifie  them  as  well  as  he  could.  When 
they  met,  they  opened  to  the  Right  and  Left,  and  gave  them  three  Vol- 
leys, and  fo  Guarded  them  to  the  Governours  Houfe.  The  next  Morn- 
ingthis  sagamwt  with  all  his  Retinue,  went  to  Captain  Olivers  Houfe,  to 
give  him  hearty  thanks  for  Yefterdays  kindnefs,  in  his  conducing  themfafe 
to  Town.  ° 

The  Council  fat  everyday  during  their  abode  in *#£*«,  until they  came 
to  ait  Agreement:  The  Narraganfets  by  degrees,  came  to  this  Agreement, 
That  they  were  to  deliver  the  squaw  Sachem  within 1  fo  many  days  at  itfm' 
and  the  League  of  Peace  was  then  by  them  confirmed,  which  was  trmOi 
to  the  general  fatisfaftion  5  but  yet  many  had  hard  thoughts  of  them,  fear- 
ing they  will  at  laft  pr6ve  Treacherous:  They  were  difmift  out  of  town  i« 
fafety,  according  to  their   defire. 

The  Governour  and  Council  feeing,  and  ferioufly  confidering  the  Mife- 
ry  that  many  had  already  undergone,  and  that  the  Counfrey  was  like  to 
be  in,  Iffued  out  this  following  Order  for  a  Solemn  Faft  all  over  the  6olo« 
nyj  which  was  performed  with  a  very  great  fhew  of  outward  Penitence, 
and  (no  queftion)  with  much  inward  Affe&ion  by  very  many:  The  Go- 
vernour himfelf  beginning  the  duty  of  the  Day,  with  a  moft  heavenly

/fcL  T'his  day  alio  came  the  News-r^o  Mr.  Purcbas,  that  hisHoufeand 
Goods  were  Burnt,  his  Wife  and  Children  kill'd  5.  thelatter  proved  faJfe :  He 
was  al fo  bdund  in  Capt.  Walley  for  London,  but  remained  at  ##<wlerfome 
tme,  in  order  to  the  fettling  his  Family  there.  HisXofs  likewlfe  amounted' 
to  above  0  .ihoufand  Pound  Sterling.      .  ■:    ...-.;  < 

On  the  11th  ofoctobcr9zftody  of  Indians  came  to'Springfield,  who  immedi- 
ately fitfc#  the- Town,  and  confumed  thirty  two  Houfes*  and  almoft  as  many 
Barns,  with  their  Corn  and  Hay.  ' 

The  /W/w  that  did  this  Mifchief,  were  a  company  of  chofe  fort  callect 
toning  Indtins,  about  forty  in  number  that  always  dwelt  near  to  Spgtyfa 
/&/</  and  at  that  time  were  confined  to  their  Town  and  a  mile  about  it ;  .but. 
for  their  ufuai  Civility  fake,  were  permitted  daily  to  have  Converfe  with  the1 
Town,  about  what  Bufinefs  they  had/and  at  mid-night  they  did  their  Exploir. 
The  Neighbouring  Towns  hearing  it,  and  that  it- was  done  by  them,  Rofe 
without  any  Command  or  Leader,  and  flew  all  of  them  they  could  find, 
which  was  about  thirty.    ■•'„,,        .    ...       . ...   , 

L  ike  wife  tidings  came  this  day  from  the  Eaflward,;  that  they  have  killed 
twenty  Men  within  this  ten  days*  wherefore  here  is-  this  zotb  of  ccJobcry 
marched  forty  Men  out  oiBofton,  for  their  Relief. 

TV  Narraganfetswe  fear  more  and  more  every  day,  will  be  perfidious 
to  us  the  time  being  paft  that  they  mould  have  delivered  Squaw  Sachem  at 
toftln  €>urFearesare  the  more  encreafed,  as  will  in  that  we  underfrand 
feveral'of  them  appear  up  and  down  in  Arms  5 'however  here  is  a  Levie 
now  coming  out  for  a  thoufand  EngHJfmen  to  wait  on  them,  which  we 
hope  may  reduce  them  to  good  order,  as  well  a.s  recover  Squaw  Sachem  out 
of  their  hands-,  which  if  (he  be  but  taken  by  the  Engltfr,  her  Lands  will  pay 
more  then-all  the  Charge  we  have  been  at  in  thisunhappy  War. 

oUober  28.  This  day  by  advice  from  Hatfield,  wehave  thispamcular  Ac 
count  of  what  happened  there.  - 

On  Wedne(dahtht  19th  tioBcbcr,  a  party  of  Indians  about  leven  Miles 
otiHatMd  in  the  Woods,  made  feveral  great  Fires,  to  make  we  Engufi 
think  they  were  there,  but  as  foon  as  ever  they  had  let  fUe  to  the  \Vood, 
they  came  direclly  towards  Hatfield,  and  about  two  Miles  from  Hatfield  they 
layinbufhes  by  the  way  fide  undifcoverable,  thinking  to  cut  oft  the  Eng- 
4  in  their  way  to  the  Fires:  About  Noon,  they  of  Hatfield  fent  tenHorle- 
men  well  armed,  to  Scout  out  and  fee  what  is  the  matter  in  the  Woods; 
and  in  their  way,  the  Indians  at  once  (hot  down  nine  or  the  ten,  and  the 
other  returned  to  Hatfield  to  carry  the  news:  Capt.  Samuel  Mo\clp  being 
then  not  far  from  thence,  with  fixty  Men,  was  immediately  fent  for,  who 
prefently  came.  By  four  a  Clock,  there  were  come  into  the  Town  above 
feven  hundred  Indians  armed,  and  immediately  fet  Fire  in  three  places  to 
the  Town,  but  by  care  was  foon  quenched  5  Capt.  Mo{elq  prefently  engaged 
five  hundred  of  thefe  Inbans,  whilft  two  hundred  and  more  other  Indians 
*a  v^ere 
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were  at  the  other  end  of  the  Town  endeavouring  to  Fire  it.  There  was 
alio  another  Captain,  with  about  fixty  Men  not  far  off,  who  hearing  the 
Guns,  came  immediately  thither  and  fet  on  the  other  Party  of  two  hundred 
and  odd  $  but  two  Englifh  Captains  foon  joyned  together,  and  they  had  a 
Fight  with  thofe  feven  hundred  and  odd  Indians,  for  near  two  Hours 
time,  till  they  could  fee  no  longer-,  in  this  Fight  we  loft  only  three  Men* 
and  we  judg  we  may  have  killed  above  an  hundred  Indians,  we  forced  the  reft 
in  great  diiorder  to  run  away,  we  forced  them  over  a  large  River,  who  iri 
their  Swiming  over,  loft  all  their  Arms  and  Ammunition,  and  feveral  were 
Drowned,  as  wasfeen  the  next  day,  This  Fight  doth  much  difcourage  them, 
and  encourage  our  Englifh  :  there  were  ten  Men  wounded  of  ours  in  the  Fight, 
but  none  Mortally  we  hope. 

Care  now  is  taken  to  fatisfie  the  ("reafonable)  defires  of  the  Commonal- 
ty, concerning  Mr.  Elliots  Indians,  and  Capt.  Guggins  Indians. 

They  that  wear  the  name  of  Praying  Indians,  but  rather  (  as  Mr,  fleze- 
kiabujhir  termed  Prying- Indians)  they  have  made  Preys  of  much  Englifh 
Blood,  but  now  they  are  all  reduced  to  their  feveral  Confinements  5  which 
is  much  to  a  general  Satisfaction  in  that  refpeft.
